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Democratic Committee 
Backs M. Weidenfeld 
For Orphan's Court

At a meeting held February 21, 
the Greenbelt Demorcatic Coor¬ 
dinating Committee (GDCC) took 
its second official act. It voted 
to endorse and support the can¬ 
didacy of Muriel Weidenfeld for 
appointment to fill the unexpired 
term of Chief Judge Mary P. O'¬ 
Hare of the Orphans Court. Judge 
O'Hare has resigned because of 
ill health. Her successor will be 
elected in the general election to 
be held in November. 

The first official act of GDCC 
was to appeal to County Council 
". . , not to adopt the Hendershot 
revised Commission Plan that 
would locate Greenbelt in the 
councilman’s district with Bowie.” 
(See News Review issue of No¬ 
vember 26, 1981) 

In its own words, GDCC is “a 
newly organized body which was 
formed in order that the political 
fortunes of the community of 
Greenbelt, as determined by Dem¬ 
ocratic party policies and prac¬ 
tices, may be enhanced and safe¬ 
guarded.” Among other things, 
this involves support of Greenbelt 
positions on policy issues and en¬ 
couragement and support of can¬ 
didacies of Greenbelters for elec¬ 
tive and appointive offices. 

Membership on the committee 
is open to any Democrat resident 
of Greenbelt who holds elective 
office in the city, county, state or 
national government; is a presi¬ 
dent or vice-president of the El¬ 
eanor and Franklin Roosevelt 
Democratic Club; is a member of 
the Prince George's Democratic 
Central Committee; is a Demo¬ 
cratic precinct chairperson; or 
is a Chief Election Judge. 

The only other candidate con¬ 
sidered by GDCC for its endorse¬ 
ment for the Orphan s Court va¬ 
cancy was A. Frederick Mc¬ 
Carthy. The appointee may 
reside anywhere in the coun¬ 
ty and it is understood that there 
are many other candidates, Mc¬ 
Carthy indicated that he expected 
to maintain his candidacy. The 
appointment will be made by the 
Governor with the advice of Sen¬ 
ators representing Prince Georg¬ 
es County. 

Still another matter considered 
by GDCC was an appointment to 
fill an anticipated vacancy in the 
Prince Georges Democratic Cen¬ 
tral Committee. 


Vacancy Hearing Set 

The Prince Georges County 
Democratic Central Committee 
will hold a public hearing Tues¬ 
day, March 9 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
New Carrollton City Hall Cham¬ 
bers at 8511 Legation Road. The 
purpose of the hearing is to re¬ 
ceive testimony and resumes 
from individuals interested in be¬ 
ing considered for the Orphans 
Court vacancy created by the res¬ 
ignation of Mary O'Hare. Inter¬ 
ested persons are encouraged to 
bring copies of their resumes and 
be prepared to give a brief oral 
presentation about themselves. 


Greenbelt Tragedy

James Brown, a Springhill Lake 
maintenance employee, was shot 
and killed on February 17 in the 
townhouse of Anthony Zavosky at 
9160 Springhill Lane. Zavosky, a 
D.C. police officer, had worked the 
night shift and returned home af¬ 
ter his shift ended at 7 a.m. Ac¬ 
cording to the Greenbelt police 
department, Zavosky told police 
that he was awakened by a noise 
in the next room and he. believed 
that he had been awakened by an 
intruder in the house. According 
to a Washington Post report, the 
state medical examiner’s office has 
ruled Brown’s death a homicide, 
caused by multiple gunshot 
wounds. 


Memorial Fund 

Donations to a memorial fund 
for James Brown, the long¬ 
time employee of Spifinghill 
Lake who was killed on Feb¬ 
ruary 17, may be made by 
check, payable to Doretha 
Brown. The checks may be 
hand delivered or mailed to the 
Springhill Lake Business Of¬ 
fice, 9164 Edmonston Road, 
Greenbelt, Md. 20770. 


Brown had worked at the 
Springhill Lake complex for 
many years and presumably fol¬ 
lowed the prescribed procedure 
for performing maintenance in 
the absence of the occupants. This 
procedure involved knocking be¬ 
fore entering with a passkey and 
then calling out before entering 
the premises. Assuming that 
Brown followed this procedure, 
all these precautionary sounds ap¬ 
parently failed to rouse Zavosky. 

A spokesman for the custodial 
department of Springhill Lake in¬ 
dicated that more elaborate pro¬ 
cedures are being planned for ser¬ 
vicing apartments when the occu¬ 
pants are not present. These 
measures would be designed to 
avoid surprising the occupants 
when they are not expecting any¬ 
one to be in the apartments. 

On February 23 the Greenbelt 
police department turned the in¬ 
vestigation into Brown's death 
over to the office of the State’s 
Attorney for further disposition.

On Wednesday, February 24, 
the Prince Georges Board of 
Education approved the clos¬ 
ing of Mary Bethune Junior 
High School in June 1982, a 
year earlier than the origin¬ 
ally scheduled closing.

Greenbelt Middle School is 
expected to have an enrollment 
of 866, with 416 new students 
assigned to the school in Sep¬ 
tember with the closing of 
Bethune.

Repairs Proceeding oi Burned 
Out Plaza Apartment Building

County officials are satisfied that the owner of the Green¬ 
belt Plaza Apartments is moving ahead to correct deficiencies 
in the apartment complex which were brought to the attention 
of the Prince Georges County Department of Licenses and 
Permits (DLP) following the disastrous fire of January 31 that 
left 26 families homeless. DLP had set February 23 as a 
deadline by which firm plans had to be in place to correct all 
deficiencies. 


According to Joe Healy, head of 
the property standards division of 
DLP, the owner, Dr. Samuel 
Feldman, is complying by moving 
ahead on the work. He has em¬ 
ployed the services of licensed 
electricians and plumbers. Mike 
Boswell, section head of the 
plumbing inspection division, also 
told the News Review that work 
is proceeding on making the re¬ 
quired corrections, in particular 
these dealing with the gas fur¬ 
naces. He thought it would take 
about three to four weeks for the 
job to be completed. 

Until that time, all vacant units 
in the apartment complex must 
remain vacant. Any unit becom¬ 
ing vacant cannot be reoccupied 
until all code violations are cor¬ 
rected and/or until written ac¬ 
ceptance of the units as fit for hu¬ 
man habitation is received by 
DLP. 

Dr. Feldman indicated his de¬ 
sire to comply: "We want to have 
everything as perfect as possible,” 
he said. "We have always kept a 
clean ship and plan on keeping 
that up.” Dr. Feldman explained 
that tenants in the burned-out 11 
Parkway building would be per¬ 
mitted to return to their apart¬ 
ments "if they meet certain mini¬ 
mum requirements.” 

Tenant complaints before the 
Greenbelt City Council and coun¬ 
ty officials and agencies after the 
January 31 fire have resulted in 
in-depth inspection of the entire 
development. Fire officials blamed 
the fire on an electrical short in 
one of three Romex (electric) 
wires which had crossed and ig¬ 
nited paper-backed insulation, 
which smoldered for an unknown 
period. An earlier fire on October 
19, 1981, affecting 12 units at 53 
Crescent, was caused by a defec¬ 
tive furnace. 

County Meeting 

County councilmen Frank Ca- 
sula and Roy Dabney are contin¬ 
uing to monitor the situation. At 
a meeting they called on February 
18, representatives of various 
county agencies gave updated re¬ 
ports on their investigations. In 
city manager James K. Giese’s 
memo to council reporting on the 
meeting, Giese noted that Casula 
raised questions concerning pos¬ 
sible legislation that the county 
might enact to prevent a similar 
situation from happening in the 
future. 

In response, Giese’s report 
notes, Director of DLP William 
Gullett commented that "the re¬ 
cent authorization by county 
council to enable Licenses and 
Permits to issue infraction cita¬ 
tions so that penalties could be 
immediately applied, would be 
useful.” Such an action would 
have to be approved by state leg¬ 
islation, however, 

Gullett also recommended an¬ 
nual licensing of apartments. 
With the exception of some apart¬ 
ment developments which are on 
a one-year schedule because of a 
history of problems, the policy is 
to license and inspect every two 
years, 

Giese also noted that the issue 
of tenant intimidation was ad¬ 
dressed at the meeting. Officials 
felt that more might be done to 
make tenants aware of their 
rights through the Landlord Ten¬ 
ant and the Human Relations 
Commissions. Suggested also was 


the possible introduction of legis¬ 
lation to require posting of a sign 
in apartment buildings giving the 
telephone numbers of appropriate 
agencies that tenants could con¬ 
tact for assistance with problems. 
A possible meeting in Greenbelt 
of representatives of these agen¬ 
cies to dispense information was 
also considered. 

Deficiencies Corrected 

In commenting upon the pres¬ 
ent status of repairs to the build¬ 
ings, Healy said, "They have 
pretty much satisfied us of the 
things we were concerned about. 
They put in fuse stats, replaced 
deteriorated (air conditioner) pig¬ 
tails and (we expect) to get cer¬ 
tification from the (licensed) elec¬ 
trician.” Before lifting the viola¬ 
tion order, DLP must receive 
"sign-offs” on each building from 
WSSC and the Fire Marshal, tes¬ 
tifying that the work done* meets 
the county code. 

Commenting on the plumbing 
violations, Boswell said that ci¬ 
tations were issued for improperly 
installed flues, for placement of 
some of the furnaces too close to 
the access door, and for lack of 
outside air ventilation in all units. 
Some units that had outside air 
intakes were found to have these 
intakes obstructed. Because the 
apartment development was con-' 
structed in 1960, some code re¬ 
quirements now in effect may not 
have been applicable at that time. 

Apparently the air ventilation 
problem stems from too little 
space being left between the fur¬ 
nace closet door and the carpet¬ 
ing in the adjoining room. WSSC 
is requiring that the doors be 
cut to provide one square inch of 
space for every 1000 BTtTs. (The 
apartment furnaces have 8000 
BTC's.) In addition, fire retardant 
materials, such as metal or as¬ 
bestos board, must be placed to 
protect doors from furnaces. 
Where flues do not have proper 
clearance from the wall, they 
must either be moved away from 
the wall or the walls must receive 
a protective coating. (Some ten¬ 
ants had complained of hot walls 
next to the flues.)

Wall Thermostats Urged

I told them about a wall- 
mounted thermostat being made 
available at an extra cost (which 
has turned out to be approximate¬ 
ly $27). The response was that 
paying the extra expense was well 
warranted since a single wall- 
mounted thermostat in a room 
was the most efficient system and 
the extra cost would be returned 
in a short time in the form of a 
lower operating cost. They advised 
taking advantage of GHI’s alter¬ 
nate plan regarding thermostats. 

Yes — I think any member 
would do well to take PEPCO's 
advice and request wall-mounted 
thermostats! I know that I am!

Help With Heating 
Bill Problems 

Record cold temperatures in 
January are now resulting in 
some of the highest heating bills 
ever received by homeowners in 
the Greater Washington area. Ac¬ 
cording to Washington Gas, a 
residential customer who received 
a January bill of about $119 last 
year would be receiving one for 
$172 this year. 

Increased gas costs are one rea¬ 
son, of course. But the gas com¬ 
pany points out that any time the 
temperature dips below zero—or 
stays below freezing for days on 
end—heating bills are bound to 
soar. 

Bills vary widely due to sizes of 
houses, insulation and weatheri- 
zation features, and customer 
habits. Customers having difficul¬ 
ty with gas dulls should call 570- 
1000. Wherever possible, Wash¬ 
ington Gas will assist them with 
utility bill problems. 


Surplus Land Bill

Councilman Frank Casula has 
introduced for County Council 
consideration a bill that, if enact¬ 
ed, could have far-reaching rami¬ 
fications for Greenbelt. His bill, 
CB-23-1982, deals with the sale of 
property declared surplus by the 
county. Current law permits the 
sale of such property at a prefer¬ 
red price to the person who owned 
it prior to the county’s acquiring 
it if the property is declared sur¬ 
plus within 10 years of acquisition. 
The Casula bill would enlarge the 
category of preferred purchasers 
to include a “corporation or other 
legal entity” and would increase 
to 25 years the period within 
which preferential treatment 
would be given. The Casula bill, 
however, does provide that this 
right could not be exercised until 
after a governmental entity had 
an opportunity to purchase the 
property. Current law authorizes 
the former owner to exercise his 
option before the property is of¬ 
fered for sale to a governmental 
entity, including the municipality 
in which it may be located. 

The Greenbelt interest is in the 
property acquired for school sites 
located in parcels 1 and 2 (between 
GHI and the Parkway), property 
declared surplus by the Board of 
Education and turned over to the 
county for disposition. Several 
purchases were made between the 
middle and late 1960s until about 
72 acres were acquired. This prop¬ 
erty, were the Casula bill to be en¬ 
acted, could be reacquired by the 
former owners. It is they who 
own the remaining acreage of 
these parcels, about 112 acres, for 
which city council recently turned 
thumbs down on a requested re¬ 
zoning.

Opposes Electric Heat 

To the Editor: 

My neighbors and I are alarmed 
by the recent incidents of electric- 
heater fires. They are a clear 
warning of danger. 

Roughly 10% of the electric 
heaters installed have been defec¬ 
tive. They “blow,” shooting 
streams of sparks that race deadly 
flame across furnishings. Resi¬ 
dents who have the electric heat¬ 
ers must watch out at all times, 
police the placement of rugs, cur¬ 
tains, furniture, beds, and even 
avoid standing wearing flammable 
clothes near the units. They must 
live with worry about leaving 
their homes unattended when 
shopping and vacationing. They 
must be on constant guard of 
children playing near the units. 
They must pray that their neigh¬ 
bors do the same. 

Nevertheless, more of these un¬ 
stable facilities are being brought 
into our homes. Greenbelt News 
Review fails to report these 
frightening facts to the commu¬ 
nity. GHI has not informed mem¬ 
bers of the hazard of electric 
units. 

Confronted with the fires and 
also the County Fire Marshals’ 
concern about closet hot-water 
boilers, members of the board and 
management at the February 11 
meeting responded with laughter 
and disparagement. 

To risk our lives on the altar of 
GHI ambitions is tantamount to 
cultist suicide. Their families and 
ours are dispensable.. It is imper¬ 
ative that they be stopped now 
and a thorough inquiry be com¬ 
missioned to keep our homes safe 
as well as warm.

A spokesman for the fire mar¬ 
shal’s office told the News Review 
on Monday, 'Feb. 21, that their 
concern about electric hot water 
heaters would be limited to whe¬ 
ther “it meets the code and is in¬ 
stalled properly.” The spokesman 
said there is nothing unusual 
about placing hot water heaters 
in closets. See GHI Board story 
for more details.)

Heat, Hot Water Conversion 
Bids Accepted by GHI Board 


Taking a giant step in the 
Phase IX Rehabilitation Program 
for Grenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI), 
the GHI Board of Directors unan¬ 
imously approved electrical and 
plumbing contracts for heat and 
hot water conversion at a special 
meeting on February 23. The 
companies awarded the contracts 
were Capitol Electric Contract¬ 
ors, Inc. and Ace Heating and 
Plumbing, Inc. 

GHI General Manager Tim Mit- 
ter explained that he was “pleas¬ 
ed to start Phase II of this na¬ 
tionally historic rehabilitation 
project. After careful scrutiny, 
we decided on the companies and 
the prices were right." Capitol 
Electric Contractors, Inc. will do 
all electric work associated with 
heat conversion for a price not to 
exceed $1,653,000. The motion to 
select Capitol was made by Steve 
Curtis, seconded by Margaret Ho- 
gensen. Ace Heating and Plumb¬ 
ing Company, Inc, will do all 
plumbing, including insulation of 
pipes, associated with heat con¬ 
version, for an amount not to ex¬ 
ceed $814,673. The motion to Se¬ 
lect Ace was made by Margaret 
Hogensen and seconded by Don 
Volk. 

Plumbing 

Ace Heating and Plumbing 
Company, Inc. is a family busi¬ 
ness owned by David Stoker and 
his wife Merna. Established in 
1969, the company’s main office is 
in Waldorf with a branch office in 
Odenton. ‘We'll have a branch 
project office here in Grenbelt for 
the next eight or nine months", 
Steger said. 

The company is financially 
stable and has a good track rec¬ 
ord. Over the years, the company 
has worked on many thousands of 
homes including work for Pulte 
Homes and Washington Homes. 
At one time. Ace did the plumbing 
work for most of the builders of 
St. Charles City, a new planned 
community in Charles County. 

Steger is a Master Plumber and 
a veteran of the U.S. Air Force 
who served in World War II. He 
has three sons who work in the 
business with him — Gay, Doug 
and David. Gary is also a Master 
Plumber; Doug and David are 
Jorneyman Plumbers. The com¬ 
pany has almost 40 employees. 
Gary Steger wil be the superin¬ 
tendent in charge of Greenbelt, 

Steger said he found the com¬ 
munity. "welLplanned, clean, 
pretty and neat" He is looking 


forward to a "very exciting 1 ' job. 

Electrical 

Jerry Hall of Capitol Electric 
Contractors, Inc. also expressed 
excitement, "We're excited about 
working in a historic community,” 
he said. Hall is one of three 
principals of the company. Char¬ 
les Markison, Ray Balinger and 
Hall are equal partners and work 
as a team. Markison is the Pre¬ 
sident. Capitol Electric was foun¬ 
ded in 1947. 

They have 80 employees and 
have performed quality work in 
similar rehabilitation projects. 
The head office is in Bladensburg, 

The company has considerable 
experience working with resi¬ 
dents and comuni ties on large 
projects. They have done reha¬ 
bilitation work on two projects 
— Rosemary Village and Beecher 
Street, NW — where the units 
were occupied and were being 
converted to a cooperative. Oth¬ 
er large projects they have 
worked on recently are Springhill 
Lake, McLean Gardens and White 
Flint Mall.

Square D 
equipment (breakers, etc.) was 
also chosen. ‘This is top-of-the- 
line equipment and we got an 
excellent price for it," explained 
Staff Architect Stan Sersen. 

"We’ve done the best job we 
can do." explained GHI President 
Jim Smith at the Board meeting 
Tuesday night. The companies 
awarded the contracts have al¬ 
ready begun work in the test 
units,

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Abramowitz Fights GHI On Electric Heat; 
Boards Okays John Hanson Resale-Financing

At its regular meeting Feb¬ 
ruary 11, the Greenbelt Homes 
Board of Directors accepted 
the million dolar resales finan¬ 
cing proposal of John Hanson 
Savings and Loan, The accep¬ 
tance is subject to approval of 
counsel and is expected to in¬ 
volve some minor language 
changes. Staff also indicated 
it would be ready within a 
week to present recommenda¬ 
tions on Phase II bids. (See 
separate story.) 

Members 

Member Ben Abramowitz ex¬ 
pressed great concern about the 
safety of electric baseboard heat, 
which he adamantly opposes. He 
told board and management of his 
concern for the elderly, who would 
suffer from skin problems with 
the dryness of electric heat. He 
also chastised the board for the 
new windows, which, he said, 
made the homes “wringing wet*' 

During the previous week, Ab¬ 
ramowitz said, he had learned of 
a fire in the home of a member 
who has already converted to el¬ 
ectric heat He charged that there 
have been three such fires in GHI 
homes and told the board he had 
called in the media to investigate. 

Staff architect, Stan Sersen, re¬ 
ported to the board that he was 
aware of one incident in which a 
defective unit broke apart and 
arced.” What had caused the fire, 
he continued, was the long sheer 
curtain which “hung down over 
the top of the baseboard unit, 
blocking the unit.” The curtain, 
already “close to ignition point,” 
Sersen surmised, then caught fire 
from a spark. (He later told the 
News Review that the backs of 
similar curtains in the same room 
were scorched and brown.) 

Sersen said he knew of one 
other breakdown of a baseboard 
unit, but no other fire. 

Abramowitz disputed Sersen’s 
information, insisting there were 
three fires. Wayne Williams ask¬ 
ed management to obtain the 
facts for board members by the 
next board meeting. 

When contacted by the News 
Review on Feb, 22, Greenbelt Fire 
Department Assistant Chief Wil¬ 
liam Dunn could verify only one 
fire, “We have no knowledge of 
any second or third fire,” he 
said.) 

Board member Steve Curtis de¬ 
cried Abramowitz' “extremist 
view,” calling it self interest rath¬ 
er than, “common interest”—words 
on the tee shirt he had worn for 
the TV cameras. Curtis explained 
that steps are being taken to deal 
with the problem of excessive 
moisture which has occurred in 
some homes. He pointed out the 
contradition in Abramowitz's 
statement that homes would suf¬ 
fer from excessive moisture and 
extreme dryness. 

As for safety of the electric 
baseboard, he said, GHI expects 
to have child-proofing measures 
available. Management and board 
both acknowledged the need for 
an educational program for the 
membership. The weekly rehab 
Phase II informational meetings, 
scheduled to begin Monday, al¬ 
ready include that kind of mater¬ 
ial, Sersen later told the News 
Review. 

('•Electric baseboard heat) Is 
not hi-tech,” Curtis summarized. 
“It’s been done all over for years. 
What makes it new in the GHI 
community is that it will be an 
efficient way of heating our 
homes.** 


Audit Committee member Kath¬ 
erine Keene suggested contacting 
the National Fire Protection Ag¬ 
ency for information on fire safe¬ 
ty. She also asked which media 
Abramowitz had contacted. 

Abramowitz refused to divulge 
his contacts, saying, “I don’t want 
this white-washed.” He then 
promised to call “every available 
source” in his fight against elec¬ 
tric heat. He called on the board 
to halt heat conversion, asking 
that they appoint a commission of 
inquiry into the safety of electric 
heat. 

Member Joe Reminick told the 
board he had contacted both the 
Prince Georges and the Greenbelt 
Fire Departments on this issue of 
safety for the Aesthetics and En¬ 
vironment Committee, having 
made his report the previous ev¬ 
ening, Neither fire department, 
he said, had expressed alarm a- 
bout electric heat. Both suggest¬ 
ed an education program for 
members. Potential problems they 
identified, Reminick reported, 
were faulty controls, safety valves, 
short circuits in wiring, and dra¬ 
peries or furniture too close to 
the units. They also suggested a 
regular inspection program by 
GHI. 

Conversion Halt Rejected 

In response to Abramowitz' re¬ 
quest to stop the conversion pro¬ 
gram, director Joe Jenkins re¬ 
minded the board that time is 
runing out on the old oil heating 
system. “In eight months, we 
won’t be able to get insurance 
coverage,” Jenkins said. Work 
which the county has declared 
necessary for continued use of 
the old boiler plants has been put 
off now for two years, based on 
GHI’s intention to change the 
system. The county, they say, 
would not allow another year to 
go by without bringing it up to 
code, work which management es¬ 
timates would cost over $200,000. 
“If we were to decide now to not 
go ahead, we would face a 50% 
(increase in heating costs this 
summer to fix those boilers,” said 
Smith. “We’ve already opened 
bids; if we don't get going we 
could be charged with bad faith.” 

“It’s a catch-22 situation,” Jen¬ 
kins commented. “Some forms of 
heating are safer and some are 
more cost effective . . . I'm con¬ 
vinced we’re heading in the right 
direction” 

Disgusted, Abramowitz walked 
out. “I won't participate in this 
farce,” he said. 

Twin Pines Merger 

Twin Pines President Harvey 
Geller and board member Joe Ti¬ 
mer were present to announce the 
planned merger of Twin Pines 
Savings and Loan Association 
with Community Savings and 
Loan of Gaithersburg, Geller 
spoke of the need for Twin Pines 
to be able to provide services to 
the Greenbelt Community. For 
example, he said, no loans have 
been made for a long time and the 
immediate future doesn’t look any 
brighter. Geller portrayed Com¬ 
munity as a well run, aggressive 
business with much more liquid¬ 
ity than Twin Pines and yet in¬ 
terested in the community it 
serves. 

Petition 

Member Sandy Smith requested 
“compensation for those members 
who were without heat the coldest 
night of the century.” Funds would 
come from the penalty which the 
fuel company paid GHI for allow¬ 
ing the plant to run out of oil. 
Her petition was signed by 90 of 
the 110 members served by plant 
No. 23, several of whom were pre¬ 
sent 


President Jim Smith agreed to 
put the item on the next agenda. 
He then caultioned board members 
that to reimburse members for 
inconvenience would require a 
change in policy — a change that 
could prove expensive. Staff was 
embarrassed to find that their 
written response to Sandy Smith's 
original letter of several weeks 
ago had not been received. “I 
signed the letter,” said a cha¬ 
grined president 

General Manager Tim Mitter 
introduced several new employees 
of GHIDC, among them two elec¬ 
trical inspectors. Ted Jett has 30 
years experience as a Master elec¬ 
trician. Having listened to the 
discussion on safety of electric 
heat, Jett commented that he him¬ 
self has had electric baseboard 
heat in his home for 20 years and 
has never had a failure. Joe Di- 
nan, who has his journeyman 
card, has 20 years experience, 
much of it installing electric heat. 
“You’re paying me to see that it 
is safe,” he told board and mem¬ 
bers. 

Actions Taken 

The Board: 

— approved negotiations with 
John Hanson Savings and Loan 
to make $1,000,000 available for 
resale financing of GHI houses, 
the first new financing source for 
the community, GHI would pay 
a fee of $20,000, which could be 
passed on to members who use 
the loan funds. (No loans, other 
than assumptions and owner- 
take-backs have been made for 
over a year, according to staff.) 

— directed management to draw 
up information on the larger 
homes equity issue which would 
explain the three options it pro¬ 
poses to submit to membership 
vote. The board generally favors 
changing the current policy, but 
because that policy was set by 
membership vote, it can only be 
changed by membership vote. 
The method of voting has not 
been decided, 

— contracted with Village Dis¬ 
posal to remove construction de¬ 
bris for one year in an amount 
not to exceed $56,000 (same terms 
as last year's contract). 

— approved a contract to restore 
the unit at 8-L Laurel Hill dam¬ 
aged by fire on Nov. 29 — 
$9,885.86.

Wall Thermostat Option 


As part of the Rehabilitation Program, GHI units will be 
converted to individual heat and hot water systems, GHI 
members may request wall-mounted thermostats as an op¬ 
tion in the program. 

BASIC PROGRAM: The basic program provides for therm¬ 
ostats atatched to each electric baseboard unit. In the 
kitchen and bathrom, wall-mounted thermostats will control 
the standard ceiling heating units. Unit-mounted thermo¬ 
stats will have variable adjustments (1-10) for individual 
settings and wall-mounted thermostats will also have vari¬ 
able adjustments accompanied with temperaure settings. 
OPTION: An option is wall-mounted thermostats for the 
entire home. The number of extra wall-mounted thermo¬ 
stats in the optional package is as follows:
